











Although TT doesn’t stand for 
Twist and Turn it might as well for 
that is what the boys do in these 
events. On Saturday, September 3rd, 
J.C. Agajanian presented another of 
his monthly twist and turn sessions 
at Ascot Park, the home of the 
champions. 

The Novices opened the program 
on their shortened version of the 
track with a new four-lap record in 
the fourth heat of 2:33.25 set by Joe 
Roseberry on his hot Benelli with 
Bultaco-mounted Gene Cannady in 
full chase behind him. The first heat 
saw Phil Todd and Mike Lithicum 
charge away from the pack, building 
up quite a lead on third place man, 
BSA-mounted Dan Kelly. Lithicum 
challenged really hard on the last 
lap, but couldn’t quite catch Todd 
and his Montessa, 

Rich Thorwaldson, Jim Berry, 
Jack Konle on Triumphs all met in 
the Amateur heat, with Thorwaldson 
turning in a great ride. In fourth 
place was Johnny Fishburn on a 500 
Ariel which must be the fastest Ariel 
in the world, as Fishburn went on to 
win the semi in good style, take a 
6th in the Main and show the crowd 
in general that the days of the big 
singles aren’t quite over yet. 

Eddie Mulder won his heat after 
zetting his usual good drive off the 
line, and went on to take the Trophy 
Dash win. The Dash consisted of 
Mulder, Skip Van Leeuwen, Gene 
Romero and Travis Patton. Van 
Leeuwen caught Mulder just before 
the half-mile, getting under him as 
they started into the sweeper and 
pulling almost side-by-side, but 
Mulder cranked it on and pulled 
away. 

For Main Event excitement, the 
Novices and Amateurs almost showed 
better than the Experts. After a re- 
start when Lithicum and Todd went 
down, John Sprague got into the 
lead on his Bultaco with Royal- 
Enfield rider Roy Spiker behind him, 
but Gene Cannady got past Spiker 
before the end of thefirst lap. Spiker 
appeared to be having troubles, but 
hung onto his third place with Phil 
Todd taking the fourth position. 

The Amateur Main was also a re- 
start when Konle decked it and Jus- 
tin Glidden almost landed on two 
surprised ducks when he got. out of 
shape in the same mix-up. Dewayne 
Keeter led the pack into turn one, 
with Rich Thorwaldson hard after 
him. Thorwaldson soon had the lead, 
with Keeter giving him a tremendous 
battle, never letting off for a sec- 
ond. He finally made his bid on the 
yellow flap lap but dropped in on the 
turn by the coke stand, leaving 
Thorwaldson with a well-deserved 
lead built up over the now second 
place man, Jim Berry who had had 
quite a scrap with Konle now in 
third. As an idea of the lead that 
Triumph-mounted Thorwaldson and 
Keeter had built up, as Rich was 
taking the checkered flag, Berry was 
just starting the drive for the half- 
mile turn. After Keeter had gone 
down, he had time to bounce up, re- 
mount and still end with a fourth 
place before Del Shirley could catch 
him. In six was Johnny Fishburn on 
the Ariel. 

The Expert Main had Gene Romero 
beating Eddie Mulder off the line 
with Jack Simmons on his big Norton 
in third. As the race progressed, 
Skip Van Leeuwen had a good little 
scrap with Bob Bailey before getting 
past him, then developed engine 
overheating troubles that made him 
slow down again. Dan Haaby on a 
BSA triedto beat off Travis Patton’s 
attempts to pass, but Triumph rider 
Patton finally got him and ended up 
6th over-all with Haaby in 7th. 

On the 8th lap, Romero went way 
wide at the end of the straight, and 
Mulder, who wasn’t far behind, 
jumped into first place. With about 
5 laps to go, as they approached the 
jump, Mulder slowed, signalled to 
Romero to pass with both riders 
then going into the air side by side. 
On landing, Romero re-took the lead 
and Mulder remained behind him to 


the end. (Results on page 16)

CLASS RECORD THAT SHOULD STAND AWHILE

Irwindale Raceway saw Harley-Davidson riders score three top wins; 
Street, Gas and Fuel. 

Leo Payne heads the winners list by virtue of securing a victory in both 
the top fuel and top street divisions. 

Payne’s achievements in the fuel division come as no great surprise, 
but the fact of consistency should not go unnoticed. In the race for Top 
Street a record was established which will be long-standing. Leo “twisted 
the wick” to the first finish light for an elapsed time of 11.17 seconds and 
passed through the speed traps turning 120.80 miles per hour. The best gas- 
sers are running in that bracket and this tends to give the impression that 
Leo knows something no one else does. 

Bob Michaels has regained his old stature by outrunning all contenders 
for the Top Gas title. Early Saturday, serious problems with Michaels clutch 
heating made the speculators’ eyes turn to Pete Hutton’s twin-engine’ Tri- 
umph as a possible top gas machine, but when the eliminations were run, 
all of Michaels problems had vanished and he took the honors turning 12.26 
elapsed time and 118.98 miles per hour. Bob was a consistent top gas cham- 
pion for a long time but “hung it up” for a while. Now that he is back you 
may again see the “Black Knight” Harley-Davidson on top at the majority of 
meets.

Salinas Elks - Ramblers Benefit TT 


“MIRACLES are wrought by God, who sometimes guides the hand of man 
to make wonderous things come true...” So said the program for the Fifth 
Annual Cerebral Palsy Benefit T.T. Scrambles in Salinas and so it is. The 
miracle here is the care and rehabilitation training provided for the many 
children who are victims of the dreaded disease, cerebral palsy. 

For many years the Benevolent and Protective Order of Elks, Lodge 614 
of Salinas has helped these unfortunates with their California Elks Major 
Project, Incorporated and for the past five years the Salinas Ramblers Motor- 
cycle Club has promoted a TT Scramble in conjunction with the Elks and 
donated the entire proceeds to the Cerebral Palsy Fund. This thirty-two year 
old club has provided an example of what a group of motorcyclists can do to 
help their fellow man and given us all a means of helping them to do it. 

Over 10,000 fans showed up at the fairgrounds to watch 427 racers fight 
for the gold and glory Sunday, August 28 in 72 degree weather under clear 
skies. The racing was sensational and hard-fought. Only one rider was in- 
jured during the day. Eddie Uedkert fell in his heat race and after having his 
leg placed in a full cast from foot to hip, he returned to watch the rest of the 
racing. Eddie had planned on entering the Air Force after the races——he was 
all set to leave at 9:00 that night. 

After the dust had settled, the money counted and $3,000 in bills paid, 
Marvin Heath, President of the Salinas Ramblers M.C. presented a check for 
over $6,600 to Robert Thomas, Exalted Ruler of the Salinas Elks. Next year 
the club hopes to make the races a two-day affair. 

Lightweights started the day’s racing with the smallest displacement 
class entered, the 200cc machines. At the start Novice Vernon Traburg riding 
an Ossa took the lead with a large group of contenders behind. Vernon held 
the lead for the entire race but a battle was going on behind him until the 
sixth lap when Paul Roberts and John Bridge moved into second and third 
aboard their Bultacos and stayed there until the flag fell. Vernon Traburg is 
an up-and-coming Novice sponsored by Ossa Western Incorporated one of the 
West Coast distributors for the very fast Spanish 175. 

Another lad sponsored by Ossa Western took the 200cc Amateur/Expert 
battle after leading it all the way. Mark Brelsford jumped into the lead at the 
start with the eventual second place man Barry Brown lost in the pack and 
third place finisher Bob Cadwaller in third, Barry moved up into third on the 
second lap and a lap later Cadwaller pushed his Bultaco into second. On lap 
five, Brown and Cadwaller changed places and motored on to the finish in 
that order. 

Moving up a class, the 250cc Novices needed two tries to get a race 
going. On the first start seven riders piled up on the glassy 2nd turn but all 
restarted. After the second try, two riders hit the wall with no injuries but 
one bike was allshottohell. John Evilsizdt pulled away into the lead from the 
start and was never headed but a battle royal was raging behind him. Second 
place changed three times and third slot was held by four different riders. 
John took an easy win but Scott Dieffenbaugh and Merlin Fester did some 
wild riding to earn their placings. 

The 500cc Novice bash was another race needing a reestart. Two men 
went down in the first turn causing the starter to call the pack back to the 
line. After the second start, Guy Burk took the lead for a little while. On the 
second lap, Donald Castro moved into second from his third place starting 
position and young Ray Clausen, a local dealer, pushed his BSA into third, 
During the third lap, Burk and Castro changed places and Clausen passed 
them both to take the lead. The leaders held those positions until the seventh 
lap when Burk and Castro switched again. Three laps later, when the check- 
ered flag fell it was Clausen, Burk, Castro——BSA and a brace of Triumphs. 

Triumph-mounted Rick Otto was second off the line in the Open Amateur 
go but took the lead in the first turn dropping Charles Lamonto to second. 
Two laps later, Duane Spence powered his Triumph into second spot from the 
number six slot. From then until the end of the race nine laps later, Lamonto 
and Spence fought it out for second and third but Spence was able to hold 
Lamonto at bay. 

In the Open Expert class favorite Joe Cardoza ran off with the gold for 
the second year in a row. Joe had won his heat race earlier and in the Main 
he took the number one spot on the second lap and held it for the rest of the 
race. The man he passed to take the lead was John Lamonto. Joe, who is 
sponsored by Cycle City Stores of Fremont, was never headed after he took 

e lead but he didn’t have it easy. John was pushing him all the way. 

Racing was not the only activity of the day. A drawing was held fora 
Harley-Davidson M-50 bike donated by the areas Harley-Davidson dealers 
(who else?). The winner of the bike was Rick Wallace of Fremont, a Harley- 
Davidson rider! 

Something was happening all day long at this event. Besides the actual 
racing, there was a contest for the best-dressed competitor. Triumph=mounted 
Sonny McCollough of Greenfield was the man in this event. 

The Wheelie contest held between races was taken by Gary Dillard who 
kept his Honda’s front wheel in the air longer than any of the other con- 
testants, ; 

Nearly everyone enjoyed the day, One Southern California club sent four- 
teen members for a total of 5,700 miles and were sorely disappointed that the 
Man-Miles award went to a nearby road club. This competition club put a lot 
of effort into preparation for winning the best appearing competition rider and 
bike, but the contest was held the night before because of the serious time 
problem that the sponsors faced. Although this club had some complaints, 
they want it to be known that they intend to race the Salinas Benefit TT in 
1967 because they believe in the cause and they enjoyed this year’s racing. 

It was a good day’s racing for riders and spectators and crippled kids. 
Ifthe event continues to grow as it has in the past, it may soon become known 
as the sportsman race of the year,

We got paid some money 
and Emmit told us that his brother may 
need us for work.

We went over to his 
house and taled to Emmits brother he 
said to drop in tomorrow and he would 
have some work for us. We got home 
about six. We took Allen fishing at Wolfe 
Lake. He caoust three Bluegill. When 
we got home he showed them proudly to 
June. He let them flop around all over 
the kitchen floor. He sure is a funny 
little kid. We talked to Bob last night.

June 6, 1963 — Thursday

posts in the back of his farm. We went 
down to a crummy place to eat. They 
didn’t have anything we wanted. We 
finished off the rest of the posts about 
2:30. George got home at three. He said 
to come down tomorrow that he had 
some other work for us. We went home.

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A production model X-6 Suzuki “Hustler” set a new world’s speed record for 
250cc production motorcycles at Bonneville Flats, Utah, Friday August 26th. 

A novice rider, Don Blessing of Santa Ana, California, piloted the X-6 to a 
record-breaking 107.322 mph even though winds at the Flats were gusting up to 
25mph during the final speed runs. 

According to Blessing’s crew, which included Monte Pierce and Ron Beach 
both of Award Motors, Costa Mesa, California, the X-6 made consistent qualify- 
ing runs of 111.145 mph on the windless day before. 

Blessing, President of Air Parcel Delivery Service, an air freight organiza- 
tion, is truly an amateur rider having logged less than 1,400 street-miles on an 
X-6 before making the successful record attempt. 

The 296 pound X-6 also scored another first by being flown intact to Bonne- i 
ville Flats and having the plane which delivered the Suzuki and crew act as the 4 
"pit truck’ during the speed trials. 

The new world’s record set by the Suzuki “Hustler” will stand for at least 
a year, or until AMA-sanctioned Bonneville Speed Week in 1967.

I want to thank you for your most in- 
teresting paper and we look forward to 
it every week.

CYCLE SICK? 
WANT TO TRADE?

On page 4 of the San Bernardino 
Sun-Telegram dated Sunday, Aug. 
28, 1966 this item was found listed 
in the column of weekend traffic 
deaths: 

"Cyclist, 16, Killed by Chain 


A 16-year-old Colton youth was 
killed yesterday and two persons 
died Friday night in two separate 
traffic accidents on San Bernar- 
dino County roads. 

“Dead are: (We'll skip the others) 

“Ronald L. Burris, 16, 11884 

Reche Canyon Road, Colton 

‘*Burris died instantly in a motor 

cycle accident at 2:45 p.m. in 

the Grand Terrace area ... ““The 
mishap occurred on a dirt road 
north of Oriole St. at the East 
end of Deberry St. Burris rode his 
cycle into a log chain which was 
stretched between two trees. His 
neck was broken by the impact. 

Property owners had put up the 

chain to prevent cyclists from 

using the dirt path.” 

The bold face isours. The prop- 
erty owners names were not given, 
but Cycle News is undertaking an 
investigation to find out who is res- 
ponsible for this cruel act of entrap- 
ment and have them charged with 
willful and malicious manslaughter. 

Reader N. Erington, who called 
this tragedy to our attention asked, 
**Shouldn’t this be in the crime 
section instead of the accident 
section of the newspaper?” 


It appears, Mr. Erington, that the 
newspapers and authorities in some 
parts of Californiamay not be aware 
that motorcycle riders are not nuis- 
ances to be killed off like unwanted 
pigeons. I believe, however, that it 
is still against the law to erect a 
man-trap in California. 

I am certain that even the most 
evil-minded anti motorcycle fanatic 
who stretches a chain across acycle 
trail to rid his estate of unwelcome 
machines must realize that he will 
kill or maim the person riding the 
machine in the process. Neck-high 
chains, ropes or barbed wire (I have 
encountered them all in my riding) 
cannot be excused as mere barricades. 
They are not designed to keep out 
trespassers but to kill them! Murder 
by indirect means, what else can 
you call it? 

We feel that an example needs 
to be made of the culprits respons- 
ible for Ronald Burris’ tragic death 
at 16. As outraged citizens we shall 
demand that our lives be protected 
by the forced and lawful removal, if 
necessary, of all such similar man- 
traps in the west. 

The passage of the recent trail 
posting law is protection enough 
for the rights of property owners. 
It ishigh time that somebody started 
legislating some protection for motor- 
cycle riders’ lives. Or shall young 
Ronald Burris’ death have been as 
vain and meaningless as a ‘‘traffic 
accident?”

The “BSA wrecking crew”, early fa-

Sammy Tanner, Ralph White and Dan 
Haaby are all re-united for the annual 
event that has been won the last six 
years in a row by BSA riders. Namely 
Tanner, Gunter and Keen, 

H-D and Triumph have made strong 
bids, in fact, Tanner aboard a Triumph, 
won the first 8-mile back in 1959. 

The crew has had opposition early in 
the season from Mert Lawwill and Chris 
Draayer and of late by Gene Romero. 
Mert won one main event and a dash 
while Draayer ran it right down to the 
wire the last night he was here and just 
missed winning both the dash and final. 

Lawwill, and Draayer will be joined 
by Bart Markel and new ace, Fred Nix 
to give H-D another formidable crew to 
challenge the BSA boys. 

Triumph has Romero and a possible 
assist from Gary Nixon, who is hotter 
than a firecracker in national events 
this year. 

Pre-race predictions do not favor 
Markel or Nixon to win the Ascot event 
but close battle is taking place between 
these two riders for the number one and 
the Grand National title. The Ascot 
points are all important with only three 
nationals remaining and Nixon is a 
heavy favorite to beat Markel next week- 
end at the Carlsbad road races. 

Both have won the Sacramento mile 
National once and they are a toss-up in 
that one, so the Ascot race is a must 
for Markel if he is to capture his third 
Grand National Championship. 

Bart has tried to win the Ascot event 
many times but has always been turned 
back. It’s hard to believe but Bart is 
riding better than ever this year. I 
watched him many times while in the 
midwest last month and find it difficult 
not to believe that this may be the year 
at Ascot for the flyer from Flint. 

In Draayer and Romero we have two 
first year Experts who could win the 
Ascot race. Occasionally in the past 
one first timer, but never two, have been 
given an outside chance. These two 
young tigers could run one-two and not 
surprise some of the watchers that have 
been following their climb to the top. 
Draayer has had a great season on the 
National circuit and had it gone the 
other way in the mechanical department

Consolidating the Boom 
One fine day recently we up and 
decided to pay a social call on our 


new neighbors tothe north, BSA-Western, 


who’d just moved down to Duarte from 
Oakland. We found General Manager 
Pete Colman comfortably ensconced in 
one of the larger offices in the Hast 
wing, where he can direct the fortunes 
of both BSA and Johnson Motors Tri- 
umph, in the West wing. Both distribu- 
torships share the new building equally. 

Colman’s success is in the true 
Horatio Alger tradition. Starting on 
May'17, 1933 at the old Long Beach 
Moto Speedway near where the Cycle 
News building now stands,Pete “blazed 
a trial of cinders” to the big number 
one plate in international speedway 
racing. Returning to active competition 
in 1946 after a wartime stint as com- 
manding officer of an aircraft mainten- 
ance squadron overseas, Pete found the 
prize money was good, Tracks were 
opening all over California, offering 
large purses and big appearance money 
to the post-war stars, Even though 1947 
offered five nights a week of racing in 
California, in 1948 Pete accepted the 
position of Parts Manager with Johnson 
Motors, the struggling young Triumph 
distributors, and hung up the handlebars 
for good, 

It’s been straight up ever since, for 
Pete. He takes an active hand in the 
designing of Triumph and BSA motor 
cycles, logging “more air hours than a 
World War II bomber pilot” in his fre-

quent trips to Coventry and Birmingham. 
A man of prodigious energy and forth- 
tight views, Colman_still serves as an 
important member of the AJA Competi- 
tion Committee and is an executive in 
the Motorcycle, Scooter and Allied 
Trades Association, 

Conducting us on a tour of the giant 
office, warehouse and service head- 
quarters, Pete led us first to the offices 
of Tom Cates and Eldon Wright, BSA 
Service and Triumph Sales Managers 
respectively. Both gentlemen were vig- 
orously engaged in company business 
that they appear to have well under 
control. Pete paused to pen his signa- 
ture to a couple of documents and we 
were on our way. There is a refreshing 
air of businesslike informality in the 
building but, Pete points out “Just be- 
cause we share the same building 
doesn’t mean the BSA side doesn’t still 
compete with the Triumph people.” 
When Triumph beat the BSA’s at Ascot 
twice in a row, a Jomo wag added a 
note to the Triumph ad in Cycle News 
and pinned it to BSA’s bulletin board. 
The note read, “Jomo Wrecking Crew 
Does it Again!” 

Behind the offices (both divisions 
have separate entrances and parking 
lots, by the way) we found an enormous 
warehouse, stacked to the ceiling with 
motorcycle parts, Dunlop tires, Bell 
Helmets, crates, boxes and barrels, all 
destined eventually for Western dealers. 
No problem supplying the demand here! 

Way, way in the back we came upon 
the well-equipped service department, 
where test machines and guarantee jobs

OBSERVED TRIALS 
and how to enjoy them 





Ray Warner, above, writer of this article, is 
an avid trails participant, 


An English Trial (Observed Trial) 
is held over rough ground that has 
been marked to create sections or 
‘traps” (very descriptive, that word). 
These sections make use of natural 
obstacles wherever possible but it 
is often necessary to help nature 
with tape and lime markings. It is 
over this near-impassable terrain 
that a trials competitor demonstrates 
his skill. 

From the time the riders front 
axle enters the section until his 
rear axle leaves he is observed. 
Every “mistake” is noticed and 
marked on his score card. The marks 
that a rider gets are subtracted from 
the one thousand given him at the 
start. The winner is the man with 
the best score...the man with the 
least marks. 

Marks are earnedin various ways. 
Touch a foot to the ground (dab) and 
you have one mark. After the third 
dab you are footing and earn the 
maximum number of marks for that 
offense. If you leave the section, 
stop, fall, stall the engine without 
stopping, or touch an obstacle with 
any part of your body or the bike 
(except the tires’ the marks keep 
coming. 

If you ride a section with no 
marks lost you have “cleaned” the 
section...which can be a great help 
in winning. If, as sometimes hap- 
pens, more than one rider has the 
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same score the number of “cleans” 
is used to determine the winner. 

The average motorcycle newcomer 
will probably find that riding an English 
Trials event fascinating in its very 
exacting demands. 

Speed is*of absolutely no importance 
—speed is never a requirement in any 
way. Each competitor gives a solo per- 
formance...there is just one rider in ac- 
tion at a given time. This way, even 
newcomers can experience the thrill of 
being a “Hollywood Star” for a few 
priceless minutes by being the object of 
everyone’s complete attention. 

There is probably a inate desire 
within all of us to get out in front of 
others and offer a performance of some 
kind. Bob Hope has made the remark 
many times that “Even after a lifetime 
in show business I am still such a come 
plete ham that I sleep hanging on a 
hook.” 

In many ways, Trials riding might be 
compared with dancing. Each rider has 
a bike for a partner, and oftentimes there 
is no finer exhibition of balance, rythm, 
co-ordination and physical grace. 

A newcomer to motorcycling will 
learn more about riding a motorcycle in 
English Trials than he ordinarily would 
in a year by himself. Many experienced 
competition irders have improved their 
skills with the precise techniques 


learned in observed trials. 

This interesting phase of motorcycle 
fun will afford a fine opportunity for you 
to improves your riding skills. It will 
also allow you to give vent to your com- 
petitive spirit without the expense and 
danger of racing. 
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PRADO PARK ctosine - FACT or FICTION?

For some time now, rumors have been 
that Prado Park will soon be no more, 
so we decided to go to the President of 
the Califomia Gophers, Darwin Ballard, 
and get some information on the status 
of the track. The Gophers are in charge 
of Prado. 

At this writing, the future for Prado 
is not good. No races are being sched- 
uled past July 1967, when, if the situa- 
tion hasn’t improved, there will be no 
more track. The tale that it will be 
flooded isn’t exactly the truth or the 
whole story. The proposed Tri-State 
Park will be going in very close to the 
track, and will involve the flooding bf 
a section near the Dam for a lake, but 
the track itself will not be involved. In 
fact, the creation of the Park should 
benefit Prado. New roads will be built, 
making the area more accessible. 

Since the enforcing of that famous 
(or infamous?) pro-amateur rule by the 
A.M.A., gate attendance at Prado has 
fallen between 35 to 40% over preceding 
years. Moneywise, that 35 to 40% sounds 
like a lot, but it’s not so much when 
you figure admission at only $1.25. That 
$1.25 is charged for purely operating 
expenses and when non-profit club lose 
some of that, they‘are actually losing 
money on each event. The sound sys- 
tem has had to be discontinued at Prado 
because the Gophers just couldn't afford 
it any more, 

Recently, some clubs have lost 
money on their Prado events, and in 
one instance there was a mis-under- 
standing when a club was quoted the 
price for insurance only and thought it 
included the ambulance (we'll get 
around to that later), In an endeavor to 
keep the track going and to help the 
clubs out, the California Gophers worked 
out a new schedule of charges and are 
making a change in the ambulance ser- 
vice to cut costs,

In the past, track insurance was $155 
per day and the ambulance cost $90. 
The ambulance fee will remain the same 
$90, but they have managed to get the 
insurance charged dropped to $110, mak- 
ing a total cost to the clubs of $200 for 
a Sunday. 

The gate receipts have also under- 
gone a shake-up. The Gophers used to 
get 12¢ on the dollar, Now they are 
asking nothing. The gate fee is $1.25, 
half of which will go to Chuck Islin who 
owns the track and half to the promoting 
club, 20% of the concession stand (food, 
cokes, etc.,) will also go to the pro- 
moting club, The beer stand is now the 
only source of Gopher income, but as 
they own it and went through the trouble 
of setting up that license, this seems 
fair. 

It may not be common knowledge that 
Prado stands on Government property 
and Islin leases the land, That is why 
the road leading directly into Prado has 
never been paved. The U.S. Army En- 
gineers would have to do the work. The 
track stands right in the middle of the 
flood control channel, so there will be 
no races there in November and Decem» 
ber as the Engineers have ordered the 
removal of all sanitary facilities before 
the rains come. Last year in the flood, 
some of the heads floated down to the 
dam and blocked it, making the Engi- 
neers a little unhappy. 


AMBULANCE SERVICE 


Ambulance service has been cause 
for complaint lately, with some riders 
not liking the bus that has been making 
some events. The original ambulance 
service moved its headquarters and the 
Gophers had to dig around for a new 
one, At that time, there was nothing 
else, and although the bus had a radio 
in it, and a full ambulance was called 
for when needed, it wasn’t completely 
satisfactory. 

A regular ambulance showed up from 
Clark Ambulance Service for the Simi 
Valley run, and the driver promptly went 
home at five o’clock, leaving a lot of 
big bore events still to be run. Since 
the deal is for the ambulance to stand 
by for the full day of racing, the Gophers 
have put a stop-payment on their check 
to Clark, and Simi Valley did not have 
to pay the $90, only the insurance fee. 
From now on there will be another ser- 
vice there, Ballard told us, with two 
ambulances at all times, along with 
extra aid men, so we can all hope now 
for better emergency coverage. 


INSURANCE 


Looking back some months, all the 
local tracks were suddenly hit with a 
bomb tossed at them from the back-East 
company who had been providing all the 
insurance for years, If you remember, 
one of the terms was that they wanted 
the tracks fenced with either brick or 
steel, along with a few other little 
goodies. Financially speaking, this re- 
quirement. could have wiped out all the 
scrambles tracks,'not to mention wiping 
out the riders when they hit that wall! 
Chuck Islin was perhaps the one owner 
who could have stood the financial bite 
along with the help of the Gophers, but 
they chose not to comply and got to 
work finding another insurance com- 
pany. This they have done, but the cost 
is heavy. The Gophers have to pay in- 
surance on five races in advance, and 
if a club cancels a run, the premium is 
not refunded. The new ruling of having 
to keep vehicles out of the pit area is 
one that the new company requests. 
This creates a bit of a hassle with 
momma and the kids with the truck in 
one section and you and your scooter 
in another. But when you’re unhappy 
with this, you have one man to blame, 
He must remain anonymous because of 
his connections within the industry, but 
he apparently set out to ruin local 
scrambles by saying our tracks were 
unsafe, 

Prado is the safest non-professional 
track in the country. It was built specifi- 
cally to maintain the high standards of 
our California riders by giving them a 
chance to mature on a track very similar 
to Ascot Park. 

Yet Prado may close next July. The 
10-year lease expired this past July 
and with gate receipts and general costs 
making it seem that no worthwhile, 
Chuck Islin did not renew, It costs him 
$230 per race for maintenance with the 
clean-up, grading, watering, etc. On the 
bad days lately when there has been 
a $500 gate and he gets half of that, he 
ends up with $20 in his pocket. No 
business man will operate like that, 
Now if a better turn-out comes back and 
things change, he will still have the 
option to reenew that lease next July. 
If he doesn’t, it expires, and Prado 
Park, “Home of Champions”, expires 
with it, 

District 37 will have to help. Clubs 
will have to make the best of the situa- 
tion. And we sportsmen fervently hope 
that the professional promoters and 
their lackeys will soon get over their 
mistaken idea that non professional 
racing is costing them money at the 
box office.
